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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The terminal disclaimer has been reconsidered 
therefore the obvious type double patenting rejection has been withdrawn. However, applicant arges that Robertson does not teach 
selection between two distinct interface domains based on movement of an input device in the z dimension of the input device's range of 
motion. In response, Robertson discloses a three dimensional surface which updates the location and state information for each of the 
objects and cursor location based on the accepted user inputs (Roberston Claim 1) in a display of two distinct interface domains (Fig. 9 
Drawing), therefore selections between the domains can be made based on movement of an input device in three dimensions, which 
includes the z dimension of the input device's range of motion. Furthermore applicant argues Robertson fails to teach an input device 
moveable in a three dimensions. However, Robertson discloses a three dimensional environment including a three-dimensinal surface 
(Robertson Claim 1 , Fig. 9 Drawing) wherein the distinct interface domains (i.e. object thumnails) are manipulated and moved about the 
landscape (Col. 16 lines 1-65, Col. 6 lines 51-57). 
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
